1. During the month of August 1/50, the Reichsbahn income from interzonal passenger 
traffic amounted to Di 668,938.00 (lest) and Di 276,156.70 (East). During this 
game period, income from 02,338 fares paid for travel by Soviet occupation 
sersonnel amounted to Di 21,757.00 (ast). 


9, ‘here are three daily military passenger trains from the DDR to Brest -Litovsk , 
“wo from Berlin, one from Pots:sm. The train numbers and scheduled tine of 
departure from the DIR boundar; at Frankfurt/Oder are as follows: 


from Berlin No. 7T1li leaves Frankfurt/Cder 0628 
From Berlin No. 711G leaves Frankfurt/Oder 1150 
From Potsdam Yo. 7102 leaves PFrenkfurt/Oder 1618 


3. On the average there is one :dlitary mmitions train daily from the J.5.5 Rt. 
to the DDR, which enters through Dranifurt/Oder. This train is made up mostly 
af box cars and is havled gdicrally to Jursen or to Zeita., Military trains 
used in troop movements to ind from the U.5.5.2. are hauled over Kitstrin-Kietz. 


h. ‘The narrow-gauge line running fron Mirstenvalde to Beeskow, via Ketsehendorf, 
Petersdorf, Bad Saarovw, Se.rovPieskew and Winersdorf, is used every other 
day for passage of a traiiload of munitions froma the so-called Muna-vabriize 
This factory Lies betveey Picskow and Jilmersdorf. The train has a Russian 
military muard. 


The Reichsbahn contin: to haul regularly loaded cars from the Tépenin powder 
factory. 
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6 The Ichrtcr Babnhof, assenger station in Derlin, is to be abarxloned very 
soon. The Anhalter Tannhof, largest passenger station in Berlin, will also 
‘be abandoned as soor as the necessary reorganization is accomplished. Both 
of these stations lie in the western sectors of the city. 
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7. To the list of freight control stations already announced, the station Mablow 
is to be added on the freight outer ring. These control stations wove established 
to facilitate the carrying out of the provisions of the DDR law for the protection — 
of the economy. 


3. A recent order from the Reichsbahn general headquarters forbids furtoer delivery 
at the present time of rail construction materials to Uestern Derlin. 


9, On 16 September 1950, the Reichsbahn had on hand 237,300 tons of coal. ‘this 
does not include the iron reserve which may not be touched without concurrence 
from the SKK transport officer. 


10, A special office is being scot up in the Ministry of Transport for the control 
of tankears, including those privately-omed. It is expected thet one Lauter~ 
wald will be appointed to head this office. 


Ii, Ueder direct Reichsbalin control at present are 10,500 passenger coaches, 
7,210 serviceable locomotives and 376 brigade locomotives. Ii has available 
ab present 291 refrigerator cars for use in importing fresh neat from Czecha= 


wlovaleia and Poland. About 0 of these are held in readiness daily for loading 
in these countries. 
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
